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IT’S ELECTION TIME 
hil-Mont Mobile Radio Club, Inc. is a Pennsylvania non-profit corporation, gov 
ered by a board of eleven directors, four of whom serve also as officers. The four 
officer/directors, and one director appointed by the president-elect, serve for one- 
year terms. The remaining six directors are elected for two-year terms—staggered, so 
that three seats are up for election each year. Thus, at the election meeting on December 
8th, members will cast ballots for a president, vice-president, secretary, treasurer, and 


— For the first time in several years, we have two qualified candidates each for president 
and vice-president, and seven members running for the three open director positions. 
(The candidates for secretary and treasurer are unopposed.) So, with contested offices, 
you may well hear some “electioneering” on the repeater...which is encouraged. All of 
the candidates were invited to submit a personal profile to the Blurb in support of their 
candidacy. 

On election night, prior to the balloting, each wishing to do so will be allowed 3 to 5 
minutes to tell you why they deserve your vote. Look over the slate of candidates, con- 
sider their qualifications carefully, and—most importantly—VOTE.

Address the envelope to the judge of elections, Richard Moll, W3RM, 
P.O. Box 88, Abington, PA 19001-0088, and mail in time to arrive by December 8...or 
have it hand delivered to W3RM by 7:30 pm on election night. If time does not permit 
submitting your “secret” written ballot, you may register your vote by telephone. Call 
Dick, W3RM, at 215-659-4488 anytime before noon on December 8. (If you get an 
answering machine, do not leave your ballot information. Instead, leave your name, 
callsign and telephone number, and Dick will return your call to record your ballot.)
